Tyer Rubber Plant 
Renovation Receives 
Approval Of Planners 


By Julie M. Barry 


Renovation of the Tyer Rubber 
building can begin. The Planning 
Board approved a site plan for the 
building at its meeting Tuesday 
night. 

The building will be converted into 
retail and office space; retailers will 
occupy the majority of the building, 
about 30,000 square feet, according 
to Nancy Jeton, the town’s principal 
planner. 

Traffic concerns were a major is- 
sue at the initial presentation on 
March 22. 

The planning staff explored this 
situation and they recommended im- 
plementation of a traffic light at the 
intersection of Railroad Avenue and 
North Main Street. It will be in syne 
with the Stevens Street traffic sig- 
nal. Currently, there is no time 
frame for its installation, said Jeton. 

Minor roadway improvements, in- 
cluding a realignment of the Rail- 
road Avenue - North Main Street 
intersection, and a raised median on 
Railroad Avenue are also part of the 
proposal.

The developer is posting $125,000 
to guarantee that this work is com- 
pleted, said Jeton. 

Another ensuring factor is that no 
one can occupy the building before 
the traffic signal is installed. The ex- 
ception to this is an undue delay in 
acquiring the equipment. 

‘“‘To be able to control this inter- 
section is a necessity,”’ Jeton said. 

George B. Stern, developer of the 
project, said he is ‘“‘working with the 
town to alleviate problems at that 
intersection that are probably al- 
ready there.” 

Russ Moran, chairman of the 
Planning Board, said he was con- 
cerned that people would travel on 
Railroad Avenue to avoid the traffic 
light. This, he said, would cause 
more problems on that road. 

Jeton said the planning staff is 
currently working with the town to 
alleviate existing problems at the in- 
tersection of Railroad Avenue and 
Essex Street. 

Parking met the town’s specifica- 
tions and 178 spaces will be pro- 
vided. The proposal also calls for 
interior landscaping within the park- 
ing lot. 

Future reviews of the traffic situa- 
tion were also included in the recom- 
mendation. The proposal states that 
six months after the issuance of a 
Certificate of Occupancy, the Plan- 
ning staff and the applicant will 
meet to evaluate existing traffic op- 
erations and to make possible im- 
provements.

Andover Antiquarian Books and Gallery, 
68 Park St., Andover, will present an exhi- 
bition and sale, “Rambles in Search of Vic- 
torian Ferns and Sea Mosses,’’ beginning 
May 15 and continuing through August 20. 
This is the first showing of the extensive 
collection of 19th-century pressed botanical 
specimens of antiquarian bookseller, Mar- 
jorie Parrott Adams, of Medway. This is 
one of the largest private collections of this 
type of material and many examples will 
be available for purchase. 

Victorian amateur botanists on holiday 
in the country or at the seaside diligently 
gathered and preserved natural specimens 
in albums or fashioned them into decora- 
tive pictures. These keepsakes were often 
accompanied by descriptive notes or a 
poem done in lovely 19th-century hand- 
writing. These relics, many of them tucked 
away for a century or more, have been lo- 
vingly collected over a ten-year period 
from many sources. 


The specimens are quite extensive in 
number (close to 1,000 individual items), 
including many unique plants from almost 
every continent.

broad-leafed ferns gathered by a sea cap- 
tain in the middle of the 19th century in 
Madeira, as bright as the day they were 
plucked.

Spring means strawberry time will soon be here 
and the Andover Historical Society will herald the 
season Wednesday, May 18, at noon with a lunch- 
lecture program about strawberry farming through 
the years in Andover. Everyone is invited to bring a 
lunch to the society’s headquarters, the Amos Blan- 
chard House on Main Street, and enjoy a slide-tape 
presentation narrated by the late Roger Lewis, a 
strawberry farmer for many years. Coffee and des- 
sert will be provided. There is a small admission fee 
for non-members, 

Andover was known for its fruit-growing in the 
19th century. Even cranberries were raised. com- 
mercially here although apples remained the most 
widely-grown crop. In 1908, however, George Ren- 
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To Discuss Strawberry Farming 


nie became the first farmer to cultivate strawber- 
ries at his Argilla Road Farm. He sold the fruit and 
strawberry plants to other farmers. While Rennie’s 
farm is now gone, it is commemorated in such 
street names as Rennie Drive and Strawberry Hill 
Road. As a young boy, Roger Lewis worked for Ren- 
nie and later was one of the first to introduce the 
popular practice of pick-your-own farming, still car- 
ried on in Andover at Sarkisian Farms on Chandler 
Road. 

Andover was farm country for much of its history 
and its strawberry farms were among the last to 
carry on the old tradition. This program is pre- 
sented in conjunction with the society’s recently 
opened exhibit, Andover’s Agricultural Heritage, 
which runs through October 14.

Sanctuary Cleanup Saturday 


Phillips Academy students are sponsor-, 


ing a sanctuary cleanup day Saturday, 
May 14, from 1 p.m. to 4 p.m. Anyone inter- 
ested in pitching in should meet at the Log 
Cabin any time during those hours. The 
cabin is easily reached through the High- 
land Road entrance to the sanctuary. Bring 
work gloves and plan to spend some time 
off the defined trails. Donuts and juice will 
be available throughout the afternoon at 
the cabin. 

In the mid-1920s, Thomas Cochran pur- 
chased approximately 65 acres of land to 
serve as a ‘bird sancturay’ for the boys of 
Phillips Academy. Several men worked full 
time raising grouse, quail, pheasants and 
ducks to grace the landscape. These men 
were also responsible for maintaining the 
trails, clearing away fallen trees and prun- 
ing the ornamental shrubs which line the 
paths. For several decades the Cochran 
Sanctuary enjoyed this treatment and re- 
flected the care with beauty. 

Today the sanctuary does not receive 
this intense attention. Yet the demands on 
it have, if anything, increased. Those asso- 
ciated with the academy use the grounds 
routinely. As the town of Andover swells, 
more and more residents are seeking a bit 
of nature in the sanctuary. Each winter 
weekend, cars arrive outside the gates, 
representing mumerous cross country

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skiers. Spring blossoms and the autumn fo- ° 


liage attract others. The increased usage, 
coupled with maintenance cutbacks, have 
left the sanctuary in less than optimal con- 
dition. 

Recent efforts to remedy the condition 
have yielded encouraging results. This 
spring, nine Phillips’ students are volun- 
tarily fulfilling their sports requirement by 
spending four afternoons a week laboring 
in the sanctuary. Each day they tackle an- 
other area, clearing away fallen limbs, 
raking trails and discarding litter. The Ab- 
bot Academy Association has also support- 
ed the rejuvenation effort by financing the 
construction of 100 birdhouses and purchas- 
ing nearly 100 young trees and shrubs 
known for their specific benefit to birds. 
The students are installing the nest boxes 
and planting the newly acquired flora.

The Write Stuff 
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Local Author Helps Kids Tell Their Own Stories 


By Julie M. Barry 


“Sweet Dandruff,” “Freddy Kruger Is 
Coming To My House,” “Frogging 
Around,” and ‘‘The Day The Oven Went 
Whacko,” are all titles of stories written 
by Bancroft Elementary School students. 


The students took center stage at Ban- 
croft Elementary on Author’s Night last 
month. Parents visited the school, and 
several students provided entertainment 
through their story presentations. 


The school partook in a writer-in-resi- 
dence program last January, which fea- 
tured local children’s author, Jeff Kelly of 
Elm Street. 

Kelly spent three weeks at Bancroft. He 
met with every grade level several times 
during his visit to discuss the elements of 
a story. He used his own storytelling abili- 
ties to inspire the students and show them 
that writing can be fun. “Jeff planted the 
seeds, and he provided the motivation,” 
said Bancroft Principal Iora Alexander. 
“They (students) all came away feeling 
as if they were budding authors.”’ 


After his workshops the students were 
assigned the task of writing, illustrating 
and binding their own short stories. Kelly 
said he read the stories for content, and 
the teachers focused on the grammar. He 
said he was impressed with the children’s 
stories. ‘“‘I loved reading the stories,” he 
said. ‘I inspired (the students), but it was 
the teachers and the students who did all 
the work.”’ 

The stories were revealing, according 
to Kelly, who said many of the students 
portrayed family situations and their 
close relationships with pets and friends.

Can Visit Russia

Andover High School students have the 
chance to visit the Soviet Union this sum- 
mer. 

A 23-day trip to six key cities in Russia 
will take place from July 29 through Aug. 
21. The first stop over is London; then it’s 
off to Novgorod, Leningrad, Volgorad, 
Yerevan, Tblisi and Moscow. 

This will be the 18th year that travel 
arrangements have been provided by Pi- 
oneer Travel Service in Cambridge and 
Organization of American-Soviet Ex- 
changes in Watertown and Washington, 
D.C. The cost of the entire trip is $2,995, 
which includes everything, except for a 
meal in London. 

The journey is intended to bring Ameri- 
can participants in direct contact with 
their Soviet peers and learn how they ex- 
ist in a totally different society. Led by a 
well-experienced, well-educated staff, the 
students will be able to visit places not 
often seen by Westerners. Plenty of free 
time will be allowed to converse with the 
local people in each area. The object of 
the trip is to expose high school students 
to Soviet culture and show them a com- 
plete sample of culture and ethnic diver- 
sity throughout the nation. 

Knowledge of the Russian language is 
not necessary, although a basic course is 
given a month before the trip. For more 
detailed information, contact Verna 
Friese in the library annex, the sooner 
the better.

‘My mother was a very special person 
who brought great strength, joy and wis- 
dom to all who knew her,” her daughter, 
ori ada Donovan, of Atkinson, N.H., 
said. 

During the three years her mother was 
fighting lung cancer, she was always pos- 
itive and willing to try anything—radia- 
tion, chemotherapy, or anything else 
doctors offered—to get better. Doctors 
were amazed at the strength she showed 
in dealing with the pain of her illness, her 
daughter said. 

“She was a very organized person. She 
had control over everything but that,”’ 
Mrs. Donovan, 36, said. 

A few weeks ago, Mrs. Lauder closely 
supervised a move to a condominium in 
Methuen. She knew their house would be 
too much for her husband to maintain and 
she wanted to be sure he got settled. Her 
husband took care of her at home until 
last week. 

Mrs. Lauder and Edsall, her husband of 
44 years, bought a lot on Lake 
Messalonskie, near Augusta, Maine, sev- 
eral years ago. They often camped out 
there to get ideas while Mrs. Lauder de- 
signed the house they finally built in 1985. 
Right after she found out she had cancer, 
Mrs. Lauder decided it was time to build 
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a special place for them to be together, 
her daughter, Linda Thorp, said. 

“She loved the loons and all the birds. 
She’d sit out there and look at the water 
for hours in the sunset,’’ Mrs. Thorp, 42, 
said. 

Before she retired in 1985, Mrs. Lauder 
worked at Phillips Academy for about 15 
years after beginning her career at Ab- 
bott Academy. 

“She was our statistician and took care 
of all the applications data,”’ Grace Tay- 
lor, who worked with her in the admis- 
sions office, said. ‘She was a wonderful 
worker and such a joy to have around. 
ae matched her name—they called her 
’ oy.’ ” 

Mrs. Lauder was a lieutenant during 
World War II with the Canadian Women’s 
Army Corps. She was in charge of about 
300 women who held office jobs and did 
everything except combat, her husband 
said. 

Mrs. Lauder was a member of Christ 
Church, Andover. 

‘Joy Lauder was a woman of courage 
and, even in the face of great adversity, 
she was a life-affirming individual. She 
was a source of strength for her husband 
and her children,’ the Rev. James Di- 
amond, pastor of Christ Church, said. “I 
believe that she gave a marvelous cour- 
age and quiet confidence to the people 
whose lives she touched.” 


Last week, atter lying unconscious for 
several days, Mrs. Lauder awakened and 
called the family to say goodbye and tell 
them how much she loved them, Mrs. Do- 
novan said. 

Besides her husband, Edsall C. Lauder 
of Methuen, family members include her 
daughters, Linda Thorp of Charlotte, 
N.C., Kathleen Donovan of Atkinson, 
N.H., Ann Davies of Methuen, Susan 
Stewart of Weymouth and Lisa Dane of 
Charlotee, N.C.; a son, James of Troy, 
Mich.; a sister, Lorraine Betram of Cana- 
da; 14 grandchildren and several nieces 
and nephews. She was also the mother of 
the late Robert Lauder, who died a year 
ago.

Neighbors Oppose Condo Plan

Neighbors of the Andover Public 
Golf Course rallied together last 
week at a Zoning Board of Appeals 
meeting to protest plans for a 33-unit 
condominium complex that calls for 
10 variances from town bylaws. 

The ZBA is expected to decide on 
the variances at a deliberation hear- 
ing Saturday, May 14, after walking 
the 50.7 acre site located behind the 
Sheraton Rolling Green Hotel. 

The main issue, which was identi- 
fied at the top of the ZBA meeting by 
John Crowe—who heads a landscape 
architect firm hired by Axelrod— 
and seconded by most residents who 
spoke, was over water. 

Abuttors and nearby neighbors to 
the proposed project expressed ap- 
prehension over the level of water 
run-off backing into their yards. 

“I currently don’t have water in 
my basement, but I’m scared to 
death that I will,” said Frank Firi- 
cano, 12 Greenwood Drive. 

Another resident who lives about a 
half-mile from the proposed site dis- 
tributed to ZBA members several 
pictures that showed his back yard 
under at least one foot of water. 

The major variance request made 
by Axelrod is asking for relief from 
a ban against construction activities 
within 50 feet of a watershed protec- 
tion district. 

Crowe said the variance is needed

in order to fit 33 units onto the 11 
buildable acres on the site. The And- 
over Public Golf Course, and wet- 
lands comprise the rest of the 50 
acre property. 

Crowe told the ZBA that a portion, 
or all of the golf course might be 
used for condominium development 
if the wetlands variance isn’t allow- 
ed. However, Crowe stressed, Axel- 
rod “feels very strongly that he 
wants to retain the golf course.”’ 

Residents like George Lim, 16 
Greenwood Road, said they pur- 
chased homes in the area because 
they were told the land was pro- 
tected from development by the wa- 
tershed district. 

Lim asked the ZBA to help protect 
his standard of living by turning 
down the variance request. 

Firicano and other residents also 
said they weren’t pleased over the 
relatively short period of time they 
had to prepare for the ZBA meeting. 

“The neighbors have had basically 
a week to plan’ compared to three 
years for Axelrod, said Firicano. “I 
feel ambushed.” 

Axelrod’s consultants gave ba- 
sically the same proposals to the 
ZBA that were presented to the plan- 
ning board April 26.

Project On Hold

The Andover Housing Partnership 
Committee, after working a year on 
the proposed Champy-Shetlands af- 
fordable housing site, has asked the 
Board of Selectmen to reevaluate 
the property. 

With ownership of the land still in 
question, the selectmen probably 
won’t move forward until legal prob- 
lems over title are cleared, said Se- 
lectman Gerald Silverman. 

“We would wait until the own- 
ership situation is taken care of,”’ he 
said. 

“Until the whole thing is straight- 
ened out,’ said Selectman Charles 
Wesson, ‘‘we should step back.” 

At Monday night’s meeting, the se- 
lectmen voted 5-0 to accept the 
AHPC letter written by Chairman 
Carl Byers. 

In the letter, Byers cited the in- 
creasing complexity of the proposed 
development, which would sit on a 
53.7 acres at the Lawrence border, 
for the need to reprioritize. 

Besides the ownership issue, By- 
ers said access complications and an 
impasse with the nei hborhood 
group, the Friends of Shawsheen, 


: added to the difficulties surrounding 


the project. 

Steve Colyer, Andover planning di- 
rector, said the selectmen have the 
luxury of waiting for issues like the 
ownership question to resolve them- 
selves, now that the town is involved 
in several other affordable housing 
subdivisions. 

When the Champy-Shetland prop- 
erty was first identified 18 months 
ago as a prime site for affordable 
housing construction, Andover was 
under the gun from the state. 


Municipalities were required to 
make 10 percent of all housing affor- 
dable to low and moderate income 
families. In 1986-87, like many towns 
and cities, Andover was far below 
state standards. 


With affordable housing devel- 
opments like Riverview Commons, 
Abbots Pond and Brookside Estates 
either under construction or sched- 
uled to begin soon, the town can now 
show a “good faith effort’ towards 
conforming to Massachusetts 
guidelines, said Colyer. 

So, with the Champy project growr 
ing in complexity, ‘‘we don’t have.to

¢ Waiving a requirement that in- 
ternal roads must be at last 30 feet 
wide. Axelrod’s plans call for 24 feet 
with on-street parking banned. The 
planning board said they could live 
with this variance provided Axelrod 
can prove that enough space for 
emergency vehicles and garbage 
trucksexists. 

¢ Permit the-developer to regrade 
slopes that exceed an average of 15 
percent over a distance of 10 feet.

Andover’s fiefdom has struck again, 
this time finding ways to assess costs to 
the general public for public safety 
services. 

Selectmen this week decided it was a 
good idea to initiate fees for use of the 
town ambulance. For many years, only 
those who were non-residents were 
assessed costs. 

Now, municipal officials, forever 
seeking new ways to fill the town coffers, 
have decided that those requiring 
ambulance service will be assessed costs 
not only for the emergency 
transportation, but for additional 
services as well, such as the use of 
oxygen or some special treatment 
enroute to the local hospitals. 

An underlying consideration in the 
décision is the fact that insurance 
companies would be billed for the 
service. Those not having insurance 
coverage would not be _ penalized 
financially if ambulance service was 
required. 

The logic doesn’t make much sense. 

Sure the resident making use of this 
emergecny service may not have to 
worry about the cost, because in the 
decision-makers jusitification of the 
assessment, it is the insurance 
companies which will be paying. 

Doesn’t anyone take into consideration 
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that these firms must obtain funds from 
somewhere to pay for this coverage and 
in all instances the ultimate cost is 
passed on to the consumer. 

Justification of initation of the cost is 
also supported by the theory that 
additional funds will underwrite the cost 
of a second ambulance. That may be all 
well and good, but as is the case in all 
these fee-producing ideas, referred to as 
user fees, the tax rate never reflects any 
relief. 

There is no question here of the quality 
of service provided by the Andover fire 
department which operates the 
ambulance. The EMTs which staff the 
emergency service zealously perform a 
most difficult task with efficiency and 
dignity. 

The complaint here is the institution of 
yet another fee for a municipal service. 

Could we be looking at institution of 
such fees as portal to portal cost of 
burglary investigations by the police 
department, or being billed for water 
and gas usage by the fire department in 
responding to a personal property blaze? 

Don’t laugh. In fee-happy Andover it 
could happen. 

There is only one thing cast in stone in 
Andover. The tax rate won’t go down. It 
won’t even stay the same. And, there will 
be more fees to follow.

ager for many years prior to his 
retirement. 

But her presence was impressive. 

Her conscientiousness was evident 
in her work, but never got in the way 
of a wonderful sense of humor, a love for her asso- 
ciates and an underlying ability to keep things calm 
in a business that can at times be stressful. 

We got along just fine. 

She was a stickler for detail and in the process of 
proofreading copy she would occasionally question 
some of the editorial department work. 

There was an occasion when she questioned spel- 
ling of a particular word and asked me about it, indi- 
cating a reference to Webster might be in order. 

Having been here only briefly, I figured I would 
test the attitude a bit by informing her that if I didn’t 
know how to spell it how could I look it up in the 
dictionary. 

That kind of set the tone for the relationship that 
lasted for these many years. By the way, I think she 
looked it up anyway just to be sure. 

She had a sort of magical way of keeping things 
calm, particularly on Tuesday nights and Wednes- 
days, the time when deadlines approach. 

Things might start to get a little hectic and nerves 
began to frazzle, when Alice would simply inform her 
colleagues, ‘well, let’s je take a break for a few 
minutes and see if it will go away.’ 

Another fine advisory was always, ‘well, let’s stop 
all this for a while, It will all look worse in the morn- 
g. 

She loved to laugh, which is always a good sign, 
even when it’s at your own expense. 

I recall her absolute delight in making fun of a fur 
hat she wore in to work one day. 

Now most women would take offense at any cri- 
tique of apparel. 

But when I told Alice I thought she had been doing 
too much trapping along the banks of the Merrimack 
River, she just broke into that infectious laughter 
that was part of her life. 

On her frequent winter visits to the TOWNSMAN 
after her retirement, she always wore the hat and 
pointed it out with a bit of a gleam in her eye as she 
came to my office to say hello. 

Space prohibits further discussion of the great 
times we had as associates both professionally and at 
such social gatherings as newspaper conventions and 
such.

To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

I have received numerous calls of con- 
cern from my neighbors in the Green- 
wood Road area since I am one of the two 
most affected properties to the proposed 
Axelrod condo development. Many of 
these people have shared with me their 
concerns and objections, but were unable 
to attend the Friday, May 6, ZBA meet- 
ing. 

As a matter of public information, I 
wish to state emphatically my opposition 
to the plan as proposed. I wish to recap 
my concerns as follows: 

(1) Access. It has been stated by both 
the developer’s attorney and engineers 
that Greenwood Road was the only possi- 
ble access with the least violation of wet- 
lands alteration. Yet, when Mr. Whitney 
so astutely asked if Mr. Axelrod owns the 
two vacant lots on Lowell Street (not part 
of the proposed plan), it was discovered 
that he did, in fact, own this property yet 
chose not to incorporate this land as part 
of the overall density formula or as an 
alternative access with minimal distur- 
bance to wetland. 

(2) Safety. No one knows better than 
those of us who live on Greenwood Road 
and the neighboring streets what real vs. 
imagined safety threats exist. A traffic 
study may reveal frequency of travel. It 
doesn’t reveal the fear which exists for 
the school children who wish to ride bikes 
to school or who walk up the street to play 
with a friend. The developer states that 
Greenwood Road is a mere 18 feet wide in 
some areas... That’s a concern. 

A traffic study conducted in the spring 
would not reveal the chaos which devel- 
ops in winter when the least bit of frost 
prevents most cars from making it up the 
slight incline at the intersection of Green- 
wood Road and Lowell Street withot a 
running start. Also, take into consider- 
ation the increased traffic due to the 
Chandler Field activities and the additio- 
nal traffic from Lawrence once the bridge 
has been repaired. 

It has been suggested to me by a plan- 
ning board member that a Greenwood 
Road access would be preferred to Lowell 
Street for safety reasons, so I must as- 
sume they anticipate lots of cars. Why 
defer a traffic problem to Greenwood 
Road, tying up an already overloaded tra- 
ffic intersection when an access on Lowell 
Street would enable all resulting Route 93 
highway traffic to dump off the street be- 
fore it reaches the traffic light? Yes, it 
would be a benefit to the developer from a 
marketing standpoint to offer a resi- 
dential entrance through a residential 
area, but at whose expense? 

(3) Hardship. Both Mr. Lim and I feel 
threatened by this proposed access. We, 
along with the entire Greenwood Road 
neighborhood, feel very strongly that an 
alternate access could be arranged with 
more study and creativity if the devel- 
oper was encouraged to bring all the al- 
ternatives to the surface rather than 
attempting to gain a favorable decision 


without having to give up another piece of 
prime real estate at our expense. 

(4) Flooding. The current Fishbrook 
wetlands appears to be a direct result of 
Route 93, IRS and the Sheraton Rolling 
Green Hotel water runoff. Consequently, 
this runoff water not only affects the con- 
servation issues, but it creates tremen- 
dous hardship for the bordering homes 
with constant flooding. 

The developer proposes to fill wetlands 
in order to obtain access to the devel- 
opment through Greenwood Road. I be- 
lieve any alteration whatsoever to the 
current flow would be unacceptable and a 
direct violation of watershed protection. 
As a result, water pressure would only 
increase an already high water table 
thereby increasing the flooding. 

(5) Environment. It was brought to my 
attention by the Board of Health during 
recent replacement of our failed leaching 
field and septic system (possibly as a re- 
sult of over-saturation of wetlands) that a 
less costly repair by leaching pits could 


cause septic waste overflow as a result of’ 


the extremely high water table on my 
property. Consequently, the nitrates and 
other dangerous chemicals would seep 
into the water system which flows from 
Fishbrook into the Haggetts Pond Water- 
shed and contaminate the Andover water 
supply. We went the most expensive al- 
ternative of replacing the entire leaching 
field. Who knows what inadequate sys- 
tems lie beneath the ground to contribute 
to more contamination due to higher wa- 
ter directly attributed by this devel- 
opment? 

As pointed out by one of the neighbors 
at the hearing on May 6, this entire area 
is extremely sensitive and should not be 
taken lightly simply because the devel- 
oping engineers emphatically insist (but 
can make no guarantees) that their calcu- 
lations and projections will relieve water 
problems. What if they’re wrong? 

While it’s hard to accept the fact that 
Andover doesn’t have an endless frontier, 
I shudder at the consequences we face if 
we just continue to exceed these limits. 

People who care about Andover’s envi- 
ronment have one very powerful ally: the 
law. Preservation of natural resources, 
protection of open space, safeguards for 
public health and welfare...these are 
what the laws on the books are meant to 
accomplish and protect. 

As I see it, the law is far from being a 
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foolproof weapon against developers who see profit as a 
motivation rather than the issues of conservation and quality of 
life. I do realize there is constant pressure by people who are 
hungry to grow in the interest of generating tax revenues. 

West Andover has already made a sizeable contribution with 
the IRS, Sheraton Rolling Green, Raytheon and industrial 
development all along Route 133 towards Tewksbury. 

Please stop and look at what we are allowing developers to do 
to this beautiful town. One of the most important selling points 
about Andover is its character as a residentaial community. 
Developers of condos are slowly beginning to destroy that 
character which makes Andover so desirable as an open space 
community. 

The land currently being considered is zoned residential. If it 
is economically not feasible to build single family homes on this 
site, within the law, then perhaps this strip of land has already 
served its useful purpose. I’m suggesting that this piece of land, 
wetland, has already been overused, overcrowded, overpolluted 
and overdeveloped. 

Judging from the number of residents opposing this project 
and the variety of issues voiced at the meeting, it was evident 
there are problems to be worked out. As our representative 
enforcers of the law, I respectfully request that the ZBA, the 
planning board and the conservation commission do not give in 
to the demands of this developer and have the courage to defend 
our rights and freedom from this kind of intrusion.

AVIS Azaleas Stolen 


There’s been a disappearing act in 
Andover. 

The culprits are unknown and the 
azalea bushes are still missing in ac- 
tion. 

The Andover Village Im- 
provement Society’s attempt to 
beautify its property faced a bout 
with a night owl. 

A.V.LS. placed a sign reading 
Shawsheen River Reservation, and 
planted four azalea bushes sur- 
rounded by wood chips on Central 
Street near the Horn Bridge and the 
Shawsheen River. 

The sign and wood chips remain. 
But, the azaleas valued at $160 didn’t 
last through the night. They were 
stolen some time last Friday night 
or early Saturday morning, accord- 
ing to Nat Smith, A.V.I.S. president. 

A.V.1.S. is a private, non-profit, 
conservation group that owns about 
1000 acres of land in Andover. All the 
land they own has trails and it is 
open to the public, said Smith. 

“We try to make them (trails) at- 
tractive so the people will use 
them,’’ Smith said. But, making the 
land look too good may not be the 
right choice. 

“T guess we shouldn’t put in flow- 
ering bushes because they’re too at- 
tractive to people,’’ Smith said. 

A.V.1.S. has planted a lot of trees 
and bushes to beautify their prop- 
erty and Smith says they will contin- 
ue to do so. They will, however, use 
a new strategy when they replace 
the azaleas. ‘“‘We’ll probably use a 
different type of bush,”’ he said. 

A.V.1.S. hasn’t had a problem with

theft in the past, according to Smith. 
Then again, they don’t usually plant 
flowering bushes. 

The fact that they were stolen was 
surprising because the azaleas were 
in a conspicuous location and on a 
road with a great deal of traffic, said 
Smith. ‘It would seem this would 
make it harder to steal,’ he said. 

Smith also noted the possibility 
that the culprit just ripped up and 
shredded the plants because there 
wasn’t a lot of the ground taken with 
the azaleas, he said.

The Andover High varsity baseball team re- 
bounded from its first league loss with a vengeance 
last week, setting what may possibly be a school 
record by winning three straight games by shutout. 

There are no records to indicate the last time AHS 
pitchers threw three consecutive shutouts, but it 
hasn’t happened recently. 

Righthanders Scott Wallace, Steve Surette and 
John Russell turned the trick against Wilmington, 
Billerica and non-league opponent Gloucester re- 
spectively. 

Senior righthander Wallace, 2-0, started the run of 
21 consecutive scoreless innings (22 including Cen- 
tral game) with a brilliant two-hitter against Wil- 
mington as the Golden Warriors prevailed 5-0 at the 
Wildcats’ fenced-in North Intermediate School field. 

Junior righthander Surette, who has allowed only 
one earned run all spring and now stands 4-0 this 
year and 9-3 for his varsity career, kept things roll- 
ing with a four-hitter in a key 3-0 triumph over Bille- 
rica at AHS. Had the Indians won this game they 
would have moved a half-game ahead of Andover in 
the standings. 

Junior righthander Russell, 2-2, completed the 
brilliant week of hurling with a two-hit gem against 
Gloucester as Andover posted a lopsided 12-0 victo- 
ry in their makeup of an earlier rainout. 

The three-game sweep improved Andover’s re- 
cord to 7-1 in the Large School Division of the Merri- 
mack Valley Conference, good enough for a half- 
game edge over second place Lawrence (6-1), while 
overall the Warriors started the week at 9-2. 

AHS has moved within three victories of qualify- 
ing for the Eastern Mass. Division 1 Tournament 
for just the fourth time in 15 years, and coach Dave 
Bettencourt’s squad faced a make-or-break week 
highlighted by back-to-back games against Law- 
rence. 

The critical two-game home-and-home series 
against the Lancers was scheduled for Tuesday and 
Wednesday of this week, while tomorrow Andover 
hosts Small School Division power Dracut. 

Next week will be no picnic for the Warriors, ei- 
ther, as they travel to face Chelmsford Monday be- 
fore hosting Tewksbury (9-4) on Wednesday and 
traditional rival Lowell on Friday. AHS has already 
beaten Chelmsford (9-8, eight innings) and Lowell 
(6-1) this season. 

Andover continued its solid hitting last week with 
29 safeties in the three games, 14 of them against 
Gloucester.

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Andover ’n’ Athletes 
- Athlete Makes Holy Cross Hall Of Fame

Upon his arrival at Holy Cross he 
again switched positions in football. 
Coach Neil Wheelwright was not an 
enthusiastic advocate of the passing 
game, so Verrette was transformed 
into a defensive back. 

The Crusader coaching _ staff 
looked like geniuses the way the 
adaptable Verrette adjusted to his 
new role. 

A four-year starter at safety, and 
team captain his senior year, Glenn 
earned first-team All-East and All- 
New England honors in Division 1-A. 

He was fifth in the nation with sev- 
en interceptions his junior year, and 
ranks fifth on the Crusaders’ all- 
time interception list with 15. At the 
time of his graduation Verrette was 
second to John Provost, who had 27 
thefts between 1972-74, but since 
then he has been passed by Bill Mc- 
Govern (24), Rob Porter (16) and 
current player Dave Murphy (16). 

One of the seven interceptions dur- 
ing that memorable 1978 season was 
a spectacular 88-yard return for 
touchdown against Colgate, a perfor- 
mance that helped win Glenn the 
coveted Golden Helmet Award as 
New England ‘‘Player-of-the- 
Week.” 

Verrette earned several ECAC 
““Player-of-the-Week”’ awards, and 
against Brown was the ABC-TV 
Chevrolet ‘‘Player-of-the-Week”’ 
which carried with it a $1,000 schol- 
arship. 

He captured two Davitt Awards, 
symbolizing Holy Cross’ Most Out- 
standing Defensive Back. 

Perhaps the personal highlight of 


his career was the 1978 HC-Boston 

College game, where Verrette was 
voted the prestigious 0’Melia Award 
as Most Valuable Player. In that 
memorable contest Glenn made 18 
tackles, intercepted two passes, and 
in the final minute knocked down an 
attempted two-point conversion pass 
to insure a 30-29 Holy Cross victory. 

That was the last time a Crusad- 
ers’ team defeated Boston College. 

Ironically O’Melia, a former HC 
football standout and Lowell native 
who was a World War II casualty, 
was one of the six others inducted 
(posthumously) last Saturday. 

His senior year Verrette was also 
the second best punt returner in New 
England. 

Verrette was the starting leftfield- 
er for coach Jack Whelan’s HC base- 
ball team for three years, compiling 
a career average over .300 and bat- 
ting .318 twice. 

One spring he banged out a team- 
high 49 hits in 43 games, stole eight 
bases, and continued to be poison 
against Brown University by belting 
three homeruns in one game against |= 
the Bruins. 

The Crusaders qualified for the 
NCAA Tournament once and the 
ECAC Tournament twice during 
Verrette’s tenure.
